Notes. — ^Local procurement was suspended in some States during 1952; in Madras for all cereals from 
7th June, in Uttar Pradesh for all cereals other than rice from ist Julyj in Mysore for millets, in Madhya Bharat 
for rice and millets, and in Saurashtra for all Kharif cereals from November, 1952. During 1953, monopoly 
procurement of rice was replaced by levy system in West Bengal from ist January; the levy system was given up 
from 14th October and purchases were made on a voluntary basis thereafter. In Andhra Pradesh, the levy sys- 
tem of procurement was given up in mid-December and purchases were made on a voluntary basis at village site 
at prices fixed by the Government. In Uttar Pradesh, procurement of rice was given up in December, 1953 
though collection of the quantity procured earlier continued thereafter. Procurement of wheat ai^ coarse 
grains was given up after the decontrol of these cereals in November. Small quantities of coarse grains were, 
however, procured during 1954 from the eastern districts of Uttw Pradesh. Some quantity of coarse mins 
was also procured by Madhya Bharat in 1954. Procurement of rice was resumed in surplus districts of Madras 
in 1953. In Assam, Bombay, Punjab and Travancore-Cochin procurement of rice was stopped from 14th 
March, 1954, 21st March , .1954, 20th February, J 954 and 7th April, 1954 respectively, and in other States 
procurement of rice was stopped completely from loih July, 1954 consequent upon complete decontrol of 
rice from that date. 

In December, 1954, the Government of India announced their policy of limited purchase of foodgrains 
as a measure of price support. In this connection T Me No. 6 and the Note below it may be seen. 

Owing to the difficulties of procuring rice from abroad in 1957, limited purchases of rice were made internally 
in Anc^ Pradesh, Punjab and Orissa by the Cover ment of India. In Andhra Pradesh, rice was procured in the 
three delta districts of Krishna, West Godavari and East Godavari. To begin with, procurement was made at 
the average of the prices for three months precedi g the 6th June, 1957 under the provisions of the amended 
Essential Commodities Act, 1957. Later, on 14th September, 1957, maximum controlled prices were notified 
for these districts and procurement was made at these controlled prices. These controlled prices were revised 
with effect from 30th December, 1957 when procurement operations were extended to Guntur district also, 
procurement was mn d» partly by requisitioning and partly on the basis of voluntary offers. 

In Punjab and Orissa, purchases were nuule on the basis of voluntary offers by trade. On 19th March, 
19579 the Orissa Government first banned the export of rice. When they started making purchases, the Gov- 
ernment of prohibited the export of rice from Orissa with effect from 6th June, 1957 etid from the 
Punjab with effect from 30th December, 1957. Mfludmum controlled prices for rice in the Punjab were fixed 
with effect ftom the 28th December, 1957. 

The ^fentral Government purchases of rice were extended to Madhya Pradesh in 1958. Besides purchases 
by the Ontre, a number of State Governments undertook purchases of rice, paddy and wheat on their own 
account.

In June, I 955 > t minimum purchase 
irice of Rs. 6 per md. was announced for gram, the machinery for the purchase of gram being the same as that for 
aheat. In August, 1955, the Government ann(«unced its decision to make purchases of coarse rice, as a measure 
»f price support, at selected mandies, if the price of that quality fell below Rs. ii per maund. 

The limited piice support policy for jowar, bajra and maize was extended in September, 1955, to the 
1955.56 kharif crop when the Government of India announced the same minimum prices for these grams as were 
in force in 1954 - 55 * 

No purchases of bajra and coarse rice were made during 1955 as the market prices of these cereals did not 
Tall below the minimum prices announced by the Government. 

No purchases of cereals were made during 2956 on Government of India’s account. A quantity of 20,5x8 tons 
>f rice aii^ 2,363 tons of paddy was, however, purchased through trade on Jammu & Kashmir Government’s 
loeount Ad despatdied mxect to Pathankot.

3. The amount shown against 1954-55 and 1955-56 represents the losses incurred by Government of 
India on the sale of imported rice from Burma and the quantities taken over from various State Governments 
as a result of de-control in July, 1954. 

4. The amounts shown against 1956-57 onwards represent the losses in the shape of reduced prices. 
With effect from the ist April, 1956, foodgrains have been supplied to State Governments and others at a specially 
reduced price with a view to stabilising the market prices in the country.

Reserve r^arding Control of Credit against Foodgrains 

z. The Reserve Bank isMWidire^ on May Z7> 1956 to scheduled banks which required them not to 
grant fresh advances or creditwp to individual parties in excess of Rs. 5O9OOO a ginst paddy & rice and to 
raise the existing margins by 10%. Banks were also requested to endeavour to bring down advances to a level 
not more than 125% of the level obtaining a year ago. 

2. The selective credit control was extended on September 13, 1956 to cover advances against wheat, 
coarse grains, and gram & pulses. Margins were to be raised by 10 % over the prevailing levels and banks were 
prohibited to grant fresh credit limit or increase existing ones against any or all of these grains taken together 
m excess of Rs. 50,000. Banks were requested to endeavour to reduce their advances to a level not substantiidly 
higher than that a year ago. 

3. In order to facilitate movement of new crop, restrictions on paddy & rice advances were withdrawn on 
November 14, 1956. 

4. Restrictions on advances against padd^ & rice were re-imposed on February 9, 1957. The existing 
mai^ was to be raised by at least 10% provided that margin when so increased was not to be less than 35% 
Baiw were requested to endeavour to maintain level of advances in such a way that from March 15, 1957 
it was not more than 75% of the level a year ago. 

5. In view of the rising trend of bank credit against foodgrains, the Reserve Bank issued another directive 
on June 7, 1957 which required banks (0 to raise existing margin at least by 5%so as to provide a margin of not 
less than 40% ; (I'O not to sanction any fresh credit limit to any parpr in excess of Rs. 50,000 or to increase any 
existing limits below Rs. 50,000 beyond this figure; and (nV) to maintain an aggregate level of credit from July 
12, 1957 which was not to exceed 66-2/3% in respect of paddy & rice and 75% in respect of other foodgrains 
of the level obtaining in the corresponding week in 1956. 

6. On December ii, 1957 the Reserve Bank issued a fresh directive which required the banks to adhere 
to a minimum margin of 40% as before and to restrict the sanction of new limits to individual parties to Rs. 
50,000 or not to raise the existing limits beyond that amount against paddy & rice or wheat and other foodgrains 
and pulses. Banks were also asked to maintain each month commencing from January 1958, an average aggre- 
gate level of credit against paddy and rice not exceeding 75% and agunst wheat (excluding advances to roller 
flour mills) and other foodgrains not exceeding 80% of the average of similar advances during the corresponding 
months of 1955, 1956 and 1957, and also to maintain in each month in Andhra Pradesh and Mahdya Pradesh 
a level of advances against paddy and rice not exceeding 60% of the advances in the correspondi g month of 
i 957 . 

7. On September 10, 1958 a new directive was issued in terms of which the average aggregate level of 
advances from October, 1958 against wheat (excluding advances to roller flour mills) was required to be maintained 
at 66-2/3% of the average aggregate level a year ago for the country as a whole and for the State 
of Punjab, taken separately. Advances against 'other foodgrains’ (excluding wheat) were not to exceed 80% 
of the level in the corresponding month of 1957. Provisions relating to margin limit, credit limit and regulation 
of advances against paddy and rice remained the same as provided for in December ii, 1957 directive. 

8. On December 29, 1958 a fresh directive was issued which came into operation from January 1959. It 
rec^uired that advances against paddy and rice each month during 1959 be maintained within the levels permitted 
to individual banks for the corresponding month of 1958, both in the aggregate and in the States of Andhra 
Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh. Advances against wheat and other foodgrains taken separately for each month 
were not to exceed their outstanding advances in the corresponding month of 1958, subject to the condition that 
advances in Punjab against wheat were not to exceed their outstanding total in the corresponding month of 1958. 
Provisions relating to margin limit and credit limit remained unaltered. 

9. On April 24, 1959 the Reserve Bank issued a directive to scheduled banks operating in Orissa requiring 
them to maintain from May 1959 an avera^ aggregate level of credit which was not to exceed the level of credit 
permitted under December 29, 1958 directive plus 3 times of the actual level of credit in Orissa in correspond- 
mg months of 1958, provided the additional credit (3 times of 1958 level)wcnt to the licensed purchasing agents 

10. The Reserve Bank’s directive issued on July 10, 1959 which came into effect from August, 1959 modified 
some of the provisions of the earlier directive in order to facilitate procurement and Iso to meet seasonal 
requirements. The existii^ margin requirements of 40% were retained, subject to a reduction to 25% for 
rice and paddy to purchasing agents in Orissa and for wheat to storage delivery contractors in Punjab. The 
restriction against the sanction of fresh credit limits or increase in the existing limits in excess of Rs. 50,000 was 
withdrawn. The average aggregate level of credit was fixed (a) on a State-wise basis and (6) separately for 
(0 paddy and rice (ff) wheat, and (m) other foodgrains. 

zx. On January z6, X960, the Reserve Bank issued a directive modifying the earlier directive of July 10, 
Z9S9. This directive continues the broad framework of credit control on advances against foodgrains with 
some flexibility in respect of advances against paddy and rice and relaxation in respect of new branches of sche- 
duled banks. Under this directive, the ceiling li^t on aggregate advances against paddy and rice for each 
month from February Z960 has btxn put in me States of (0 Andhra Pradesh, (u) Madhya Pradesh and (m) 
other States taken together, at the level of credit permitted to be maintained for the corresi^nding month in 
X9 s 8 or Z959, whichever is higher. In the case of wheat and other foodgrains, the provisions hud down in 
July xo, Z959 directive remain unaltered. Margin requirements of 40% are continued, subject to a reduction 
to 25% Rir wheat to Storage Delivery contracts in Punjab.
